sians’ ecocomie situation. As the Genoa Conference is regarded in 
Paris as essentially a Conference about Russia, this pro- Bolshevik 
press caropasign iy significant as possibly foreshadowing & new 


French polity towards Russia. 


What France Wants. . 

Paris, February 12. 
The British Cabinet has not yet answered Af. Poincare’s 
memorandum. The Foreign Office is now urging 8 preparatory 
meeting of English, French and Italian experts, who would examine 
the technical questions to be presented at the Genoa Conference.

Asquith’s amendment tothe Address regretting that the extrava- 
gance cf the Govern.nent imposed a pressing burden of taxation. He 
declared that the Geddes report abundantly justified the charges 
contained in the amendment ; 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Robert Horne, repudiated 
the charges of extravagance, and said thot expenditure had beep 
reduced since the Armistice by £2,060,000,000, It was obvious that 
the Geddes recommendations cannot be accapted in their entirety | 
When,the Estimates were presented, it would be seen that drastic 
cuts bad been made. 


U.S. NAVAL PROGRAMME, 


Annual Saving of $70,000,000. 


‘Washington, February 13. 

The Secretary of the Navy, speaking before the Naval Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives, recommended fixing the 
naval personnel for tha comirg fiscal year at 90,000 men and six 
thousand apprentices compared with 100,000 and 6,000 Tespectively 
at present authorised but no reduction in the active Hist officers.

It is possible to-day to say 
that the strike situation is more 
hopeful than it bas bean since the 
start. On page 2 of this issne 
will be found a report af the 
meeting at the Tung Wah Hos- 
pital yesterday afternoon. Bu: no 
report quite conveys the tone 
and temper of the meeting. 

Acallon Mr, Chan Kerr this 
morning found hin quite optimis- 
tic.

Strikers Break the Law 
in Canton. 


Some of the seamen strikers in 
Canton have, according to our 
correspondent there, come into 
conftict with the authorities as 
aresult of interference with the 
tes leaf workers who are also on 
strike. It appears that the 
tea leaf workers went to 
the Municipal Department to 
negotiate « settlement with the 
tea merchants when they were 
set upon by a number of seamen 
strikers, and seriously hurt 
AS a consequence, the Kung 
Oo Kuk (the Bureaux for the 
Preservation of Public Peace) 
has been instructed by the 
Muoicips! Department to have 
the offending seamen arrested 
and to take steps to prevent B| 
repetition of the affair. 

Arising out of this incident, the 
Municipal Department has issued 
at important notice ta the 
following effect—“So long as the 
seamen from Hongkong do not 
transgress the law, they ere to be 
given due protection, but ings 
much’ as they gathered in front 
of the Municipal, Department's 
offices and interfered with the ten 
leaf workers who were seeking. 
rettlement of their dispute with 
the merchants and-seriously burt 
them (being assisted by others 
who came armed), thusdisturbing 
the peace, the searoan are heraby 
instracted to hand over all arms 
in their possession, sach arms to 
be temporarily kept in the cus- 
tedy of the Bureau for the Pre- 
servasion of Public Peace. Those 
found carrying erms in future 
will be arrested.” 

- Ibis stated that an official from 
tbe Bureau for the Preserv tion 
of Public Peace has called at the 
Seamen's Strike Headquarters, 
ordering. that: all arms in ‘the 
possession of members roust be 
surrendered within ten days; 
otherwise, a strict search will be 
made. an :

That the present deadlock was 
caused by the alleged peremptory 
withdrawal by the skipping com- 
panies of their offer was the 
opinion expressed Dy one of the 
seamen’s delegates. This was 
most regrettable, he said, on as- 
count of the serious effects of,the 
deadlock not only upon people in 
Hongkong, bat residents in Canton 
and elsewhere. 

Mr. Chau Tsun-nin said that 
the success of the media- 
tors’ efforts to bring about 
a sottlement would, in kis opinion, 
depend largely upon a slight re- 
laxation by the seamen of their 
present attitude. -There. bad been 
previous mediators, like the 
Hon. Mr. Hallifax and -the 
Chinese. General Chamber of 
Commerce, but their efforts 
proved to be futile. It therefore 
behoved the seamen to help the 
Tung Wah Hospital to effect a 
settlement and thus relieve the 
hardships suffered not only by the 
people of Hongkong but by those 
im ¢ther places in China in conse- 
quence of the dislocation of com- 
manications. The Szeyap Sheung 
Kung Wui was 2 different organi- 
sation from the Seamen's Union, 
in that it was far less important 
and consequently, even hed the 
Government refused t2 permit its 
reopening, the people in Hongkong 
would not have been affected to 
such an extent as by a continua- 
tion of the present strike. If the 
Government should reject the de- 
mand fcr the reinstatement of 
the Seamen’s Union the speaker 
hoped the seamen would change 
their attitude, not to oblige the 
shipping companies if they did 
not like it to be ‘so considered, but 
in the interest of the Chinese ir 
Hongkong, of whom many were 
poor.

Tae “City of Simla,” the latest 
of the Ellerman City fleet, arrived 
a+ Singapore,.on the 5th, ington 
‘her maiden voysge fram Londoo 
to Yokohama. Built at West 
Hartlepool and registered at 
Glasgow, tbe “ City of Simla ™ left 
the yards in the middle of Decem- 
ber and commenced her trip from 
Bremerhavan, loaving London oo 
January 6th. She is the second 
vessel of her class, the other being 
“The City of Paris,” and she bas 
a displacement of nearly 6,000 
tons. She bas double rednetion 
turbine engines af 5,000 B.p., twin 
screw, and, althongh on her 
maiden voyage she was not folly 
extended, she is capable of 15 
knots.

IN THE UPPER HOUSE. 

The Premier's reply to the 
interpellations made by Dr. Egi 
in the House of Peers with 
regard to the agreements reached, 
or about to be reached, as a 
result of the Washington Con- 
ference featured yesterday's 
sitting of the Upper House. . 

The Premier declared that the 
Imperial Japanese Government 
bad never. insisted that this 
country should have a seventy 
per cent. ratio of the American 
naval strength, nor did it aver 
declare that that percentage was 
‘the. minimnam. strangth of the 
Empire's naval defence. 

STUBEORSSESS LIADVISABLE. 

“The Japanese naval experts,” 
he went on, “after finishing their 
investigations, came to the con- 
clasion that Japan should be 
allowed aseventy per cent. ratio; 
and even though the Government 
now regards that ratio as more 
adequate to the nation’s needs, it 
has all along been cognizant of 
the fact that an absolute stand on 
this proportion would be inadvis- 
able, it the differant Powers con- 
cerned were to reach an agroe- 
ment.’ Aud still more-inedvizable 
would it be, ia view of the fact 
that a osval ratio alone could not 
be regarded as an absolute 
guarantee of safety,-aod that the 
desired adjastment might be 
secored-in other directions, for 
example. by lightening the 
nations] tax burdens through 
putting acheck on the race for 
uaproductive armaments.” 

GOOD REASONS GIVEN. 

The Premier explained that the 
allocations of the naval strength 
of each Power wars calculated on 
the existing strength, and that in 
arriving st thease allocations there 
was never any intention, so the
